ABBREVIATED  REGULATIONS. 

One  volume  can  be  had  at  a  time,  in  home 
'  use,  from  the  Lower  Hall,  aud  one  from  the 

Bates  Hall,  and  this  volume  must  always  be 
}  returned  with  the  applicant's  library  card, 
j  v.'ithiu  such  hours  as  the  rules  prescribe.  No 
i   book  can  be  taken  from  the  Lower  Hall  of  this 

Library,  while  the  applicant  has  one  from  any 

lirauch. 

Books  can  be  kept  out  14  days,  but  may  be 
renewed  xcUhin  that  time,  by  presenting  a  new 
slip  with  the  card ;  after  14  days  a  fine  of  two 
cents  for  each  day  is  incurred,  and  after  21  days 
the  book  will  be  sent  for  at  the  borrower's  cost, 
who  cannot  take  another  book  untU  all  charges 
are  paid. 

No  book  is  to  be  lent  out  of  the  household  of 
j  the  borrower;  nor  is  it  to  be  kept  by  transfers 
I  in  one  household  more  than  one  mouth,  and  it 
I  must  remain  in  the  Library  one  week  before  it 
j  can  be  ayain  drawn  in  the  same  household.
